Berlin Claim* 1,250 Prisoners and 600 Yard Advance For 


1,400 Yards; Movement May Be Local, But Indicates 
Attempt to B^nd British Flank; Cossacks Rushing 
Onward Toward Lemberg. 


On the Belgian coast east of Dunkirk the British and Germans 


are fighting again along the Yser, the scene of many hard fought bat- 
tles. By destroying the bridges along the Yser between Nieuport and 
the North Sea coast the Germans were able to advance and occupy 
the isolated section. Berlin claims the capture of 1,250 prisoners and 
ihe pentration of 600 yards along a front of 1,400 yards. 


Further inland, near Lombaertzyde, the Germans did not have 


as much success. After gaining some advance positions the Britisli 
threw the attackers back to their own line by a counterattack. Wheth- 
er the German effort is another attempt to reach Dunkirk or Calais or

BY CENSUS ESTIMATE 


Washington. D. C., July 11. — Post- 


ponement of the drawing of numbers 
of men who will be called for exam- 
ination for the National Army seemed 
probable today when it became evi- 
dent that states are not completing 
organization of their district exemp- 
tion boards as rapidly as war depart- 
ment officials had hoped. 
Only 21 


states have reported their organiza- 
tion complete, although in most others 
only a few districts are missing. The 
drawing will not be made until the 
lists for the country are complete. 


A so-called revised census estimate 


for the entire country, compiled on 
the basis of the draft registration, will 
be for 
determining- apportionments. 


Each city, county or state must furnish 
two-thirds of one per cent of its pa- 
per population, according to the new 
estimates, which were made for the 
purpose of equalizing the draft rather 
than to represent accurate population 
totals. 


Thus New York city with estimated 


population of 6,504,185 must give 43,- 
482 of 687,000 young- men to be called 
on the first draft. A city with 25.000 
population would be required to give

men.

END THE WAR BY RULING 


THE AIR, SAYS WRIGHT 


Famous Aviator and Inventor In- 


dorses the Program of Air- 


craft Production Board. 


When Orville and Wilbur Wright 


built and flew the first man carrying 
flying machine they believed they were 
making wars Impossible 
Now, with 


the greatest war In history at a dead- 
lock because of the equality of aerial 
e>iuii>iu<;Xit, a great Increase In the al- 
lied aerial forces Is the one way to end 
it, Orrllle Wright asserts. In Indors- 
ing the program of the aircraft pro- 
duction board Mr. Wright declares 
that "If the allies' armies are equipped 
with such a number of airplanes as 
to keep the enemy planes entirely back 
of the line, so that they are unable to 
direct gunfire or to observe the move- 
ment of the allied troops, It will be 
possible to end the war." 


"When my brother and I built ana 


flew the first man carrying machine," 
said Mr. Wright, "we thought that we 
were Introducing Into the world an 
Invention which would make further 
wars practically Impossible. Neverthe- 
less the world finds Itself In the great- 
est war In history. Neither side has 
been able to win on account of the part 
the airplane has played. Both Bides 
know exactly what the other is doing. 
The two sides are apparently nearly 
equal In aerial equipment, and unless 
present conditions can be changed the 
war will continue for years. 


"However, If the allies' armies are 


equipped with such a number of air- 
planes as to keep the enemy planes^ en- 
tirely back of the line, so that they 
are unable to direct gunfire or to ob- 
serve the movement of the allied 
troops—In other words, If the enemy's 
eyes can be put out—It will be possible 
to end the war. This Is not taking Into 
account what might be done by bomb- 
Ing German sources of munition gup- 
plles, such as Essen, which Is only 
about 150 miles behind the fighting 
lines. But to end the war quickly and 
cheaply the supremacy in the air must 
be so complete a« to entirely blind the 
enemy. 


"The program laid down by the air- 


craft production board, If carried out, 
will obtain this result. The business 
organization and manufacturing equip- 
ment of our country offer the facilities 
for carrying: out this program, and I 
believe that by no other method can 
the war be ended with so little loss of 
life and property."

Moving an Army. 


Some Idea of the adequacy of the 


equipment of the railroads of the Unit- 
ed States for the movement of troops 
may be obtained, from a statement pre- 
paied by an official of the quartermas- 
ter corps, United States urmy. 


To move one field army of 80,000 


men, consisting of tliree Infantry di- 
visions, one cavalry division and a 
brigade, technically known as a bri- 
gade of fle^d army troops—troops aux- 
iliary to the Infantry and cavalry di- 
visions—requires a total of 0,229 cars, 
made up into 360 tialns with as many 
locomotives 
These C.220 cars "would 


be made up of 2,115 passenger, 385 
baggage, 1,055 box, 1,899 stock and 775 
flat cars. 


This quantity of equipment repre- 


sents 0.7 of 1 per cent of the locomo- 
tives owned by American railroads. 
4.2 per cent of their passenger cars and 
0.2 of 1 per cent of their freight equip- 
ment —American Industries.

Identified BO long with the Interna- 


tional peace movement, Mr. Carnegie is 
more severely affected by the world 
war than moat men. 
In talks with his 


intimate friends he has expressed his 
disappointment at the way it has 
spread and continued. One of his con- 
fidanta said: 


"The war came, as we all know, as 


a shock to Mr. Carnegie. The contin- 
uation of It over so many months has 


even a harder blow to him and to 


the cause which lie bad so close at 
heart." 


Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, head of the 


Carnegie foundation, said he and his 
associates frequently consult with. Mr. 
'arnegle, although all of his philan- 
thropic activities had long ago been 
placed In charge of the various au- 
;horlzed administrative bodies, of which 
ia foundation Is the general supervis- 
ng power. 


Shadowbroofe, the new summer home 


of the Carnegles, recently purchased 
;rom the estate of Anson Phelps 
Stokes, is the first country plnce own- 
ed here by Mr. Cftrnegie. 
It will be 


recalled that he formerly spent his 
vacations at Skibo castle, in Scotland. 
It is said that no member of the Car- 
negie family will ever desire to live in 
the Scotland mansion again, princl- 
jally because of the changes brought 
about by the war. 
Many of the peo- 


ple- there whom Mr. Carnegie knew as 
neighbors and friends have gone awny, 
some heve lost their lives in the war, 
and conditions as they may exist after 
the conflict do not appeal to Mr. Car- 
negie. 


The Carnegie, estate in Scotland and 


ono other comprise the larger part of 
sno county. 
While the castle and 


grounds are attractive and flourishing, 
a large part of the estate is not adapt- 
ed readily to cultivation. A few days 
ago, whc* Sir Howard Peters of Mont- 
real called on Mr. Carnegie and dl«- 
cusspd Intensive farming throughout 
Britain to meet the TJ boat menace and 
made the suggestion that the Skibo 
lands be used, Mr. Carnegie replied: 


"Yes; maybe potatoes 
could be 


grown there, but if any one can raise 
a crop of anything It would be more 
than I have ever been able to accom- 
plish."

month, beside the opportunity to pick 
up much military knowledge, if so dis- 
posed. 


The government provided for the 


training of 40,000 officers, for which 
appointments there were 200,000 ap- 
plications. 
After a preliminary exam- 


ination, approximately 40,000 were ad- 
mitted to the various training camps, 
located at various places through the 
United States. 
At Madison Barracks. 


a very large percentage of the young 
men are college men or from profes- 
sional schools and I suppose this per- 
centage holds good at the other camps. 
They carne to the barracks for "in- 
tensive military training'and they seem 
to be getting what th«»y came for as 
they are up at 5:15. 
At 7. with break- 


fast o\er, they drill, engage in physi- 
cal exercises, dig 
trenches, practice 


shooting at the targets, hike it on field 
work, etc. From 1:30 to 5:30 the 
same line of work is followed, and 
from 7 to 9:30 they study 
in 
their 


"shacks" as the boys call them. These 
activities, with odd moments taken up 


\\ith 
keeping guns, clothes and shoes 


in order make, them, indeed, busy lads. 


Almost from the formation of the 


camps a weeding out process has been 
going on and still continues: this has 
resulted in honorable discharges be- 
ing given to a good many of the stu- 
dents. 
While positive 
information 


cannot be obtained, the idea seems to 
be abroad that at the end of their 
training period about August IS, per- 
haps one-third will receive commis- 
sions—one-third may be given farther 
training—and th»' last third given an 
honorable discharge. 
To 
show 
the 


patriotic spirit which prevails at Madi- 
son Barracks, It is understood 
that 


almost to a man. those failing to re- 
ceive commissions will not "sulk in 
their tents." but at once re-enlist as 
privates In some branch of the ser- 
vice. 


While at camp it was my good for- 


tune to witness a regimental parade of 
the entire infantry force, at the bar- 
racks and as company after company 
passed in review or stood "at atten- 
tion." one could not help but admire 
the boy or fail to note the determined 
expression on each face.

TRACTOR TO OPEN 


ROADS IN TROPICS 


PoMlbilitiM Shewn by War May 8olv« 


Commercial Tr«n»p«rl«tien. 


Measured by their performances In 


the European war, the motorcar «u<J 
the flying machine may soon prove de- 
cisive factors In the commercial de- 
velopment of the tropics, according to 
O. P. Austin, statistician of the Xa- 
tlonal City bank of New York city. 


Mr. Austin says that the failure of 


the tropical sections of the world to 
develop when they possess a greater 
producing power per acre or square 
mile than the temperate zones Is due 
primarily to lack of transportation fa- 
cilities. 
Animal power cannot cope 


with climatic conditions as a medium 
of transportation in the tropics. 
He 


! suggests that the commercial automo- 
1 bile and the caterpillar tractor for 
roadless areas may solve the tran- 
sportation 
problem, of the tropics, 


while the airplane may serve the pur- 
pose of exploration and travel. 


"The system of mechanical power 


necessary for transportation in the trop- 
ics between the place of production 
and the common carrier," said Mr. Aus- 
tin, "has apparently >>e«i> brought Into, 
practical operation by the necessities 
of the war. 
'While man had Invented 


the automobile and the flying machine 
before the war, he had only begun tt 
realize their practical value, and espe- 
cially the practicability of operating 
the horseless vehicle over undeveloped 
and roadless areas. 


'But the necessities of the war n ~ 


sharpened his wits, and today millions 
of men and untold quantities of mer 
chandlse are being transported by 
American and other horseless vehicles 


, over sections of Europe in which, how- 


I ever good their roads may once have 
I been, they can no longer be relied upon 
' as highways for this necessary trans- 
portation, which goes on day and night 
and with an activity heretofore un- 
dreamed of. If the development of the 
horseless vehicle and flying machine 
for exploration, tra~el aud communica- 
tion should render practicable the com- 
mercial development of the tropical 
half of the world's hind area their 
value to man would far exceed the cost 
of the war in which their practical 
qualities have been made apparent." 


As evidence of the demand in tem- 


perate Eones for tropical products, Mr. 
Austin cited the fact that in 1916 the 
United States alone took merchandise 
of this kind worth $1,000,000,000.
